After his capture in West Plains 
for the murder of the marshal, 
Bolling said he first came to this 
section in 1910 looking for hidden 
treasure, claimed to have 
been 
buried in the Ozark Mountains by 
Indians who came from Virginia. 
Bolling claimed that he 
heard 
back rn his old home iii Virginia 
that the Indians were paid 3 mil­ 
lion dollars iii gold by the state of 
Virginia when they started West 
in search of new hunting grounds. 
Their trail led through this section 
and. so the story goes, they buried 
their treasure oil Jack’s Fork, not 
far from the present village 
of 
Monteer. 
Bolling said he located a place 
on Rymer’s ranch on Jack’s Fork 
with a mineral rod in 1916. but 
having no tools or money to buy 
any he marked the location, intend­ 
ing to return. 
Soon afterward he 
was arrested for stealing a horse 
iii Carter county and served five 
years in the penitentiary. 
Bolling was released from prison 
November IO, last, returning 
to 
Monteer ten days later. 
The Mc­ 
Clellan store at Monteer was rob­ 
bed and Bolling was suspected. A 
justice of the peace wired a des­ 
cription of Bolling to Winona and 
when Marshal Sitton undertook to 
arrest him, Bolling shot and killed 
the officer. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—Disabled 
reserve officers, acting under the 
allspices of the legislative commit­ 
tee of the American Legion, will 
meet here Wednesday to consider 
mandamus 
proceedings 
against 
Secretary Baker to compel him to 
treat reserve officers the same as 
provisional and permanent regular 
officers in respect to disability re­ 
tirement. 
The subject has been 
before the war department nearly 
eight months, but it Consistently 
has maintained the position 
that 
disabled reserve officers cannot be 
carried indefinitely on the army 
rolls and that when discharged for 
disability they are not entitled to 
retired pay, as are regular officers 
under the same conditions. 
— 
It is the contention of the legion 
that under the act of congress of 
May IS, 1917, providing for 
the 
war army, reserve officers 
dis­ 
charged for disability are entitled 
to the same pay as regular officers 
so retired—that is, on three fourths 
pay. 
Secretary Baker holds 
other­ 
wise, however, and a bill has been 
before congress for some months 
specifically providing that any of­ 
ficer not belonging to the regular 
army, who served in the late war 
and incurred disabilities, shall re­ 
ceive the same compensation as a 
Regular army officer of his rank on 
being retired for disability. 
Re­ 
cent rulings of the surgeon gen­ 
eral, however, by tending to throw 
out of the service all officers and 
soldiers under medical or surgical 
care on or about February I, have 
brought the matter to a 
crisis. 
Pending the action of congress it 
is hoped to get relief from 
the 
courts.
